M. E. BOARD SURVEY SHOWS 
BIG NEWSPAPERS ARE WET 


Circulation of 809 Dry Publications 
Is Only 32 Pct. That of 
Opposition 68 Pct. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—A sur- 


vey of 1346 daily newspapers with 
an aggregate circulation of 32,- 
994,609—of-which 520 with a cir- 
culation of more than 21,000,000 
were classed as against prohibition 
—was made public today by the 
Methodist Board of Temperance. 
The poll classed 809 papers for 
prohibition, but said their circula- 
tion aggregated only 10,488,553, or 
32 per cent. 

At the same time, the Board 
made available the figures of an- 
other survey, covering 1438 daily 
papers, of which 37 Ler cent were 
placed under the heading “prohi- 
bition not given an even break.” 
The 340 newspapers included 
from the 11 Northeastern states, 
including New York, showed by 
far the greatest preponderance of 
wet over dry, from the point of 
circulation. Of a total circulation 
of 13,653,613, that of wet papers 
was placed at 10,382,129 or 76 per 
cent, while the 148 dry papers had 
less than 2,800,000.

The widow of Philip G. Lucas, 
manufacturer of patented minnow 
buckets and other metal articles 
who died four years ago, Mrs. 
Kwasney inherited from him about 
$75,000, all of which, she says, has 
been turned over to her young hus- 
band. 

Within a few months, according 
to.the petition, her original in- 
vestment of $60,000 was wiped ‘out 
because Kwasney “spent his time 
in flirting with the waitresses in- 
stead of looking after the affairs of 
the restaurant, which caused it to 
fail completely.” 

. Seeks to Recover Gifts. 

Her petition, filed by Samuel 
Hatupin, attorney in the Central 
National Bank Building, alleges 
geperal indignities and asks for a 
court order returning to her money, 
jewelry and property which she 
gave to her husband after their 
marriage. She charges that he 
never loved her and married her 
only to obtain her money. 

‘He has everything,” Mrs. Kwas- 
ney said. “I haven't even a pillow 
to lay my head on. If I only had a 
little place of my own to live in I 
could go back to dressmaking and 
get along, but I haven't even got 
that.” She has been living with 
triends. 

Mrs. Kwasney told how her hus- 
band persuaded her to back him 
in the restaurant business promis- 
ing that they would become rich. 
and how since the fsilure of the 
business she has supplied him with 
additional money until -now, she 
says, all of the modest fortune left 
to her by her first husband is 
gone. 

Ce Tells of Courtship. 

Early in 1929 she met Kwasney 
through his aunt, who recommend4- 
ed him when there was work to be 
done about the apartment building 
at 4733 Alaska avenue, which she 
owned and in which she lived. 
“He was a fine young man, and 
he worked hard,” Mrs. Kwasney 
said. “He painted the garage, 
fixed the screens on the sleeping 
porches, washed the windows and 
all that.

Hurley, who was wartime chair- 
man of the Shipping Board, said 
his plah would reduce unemploy- 
ment and improve business condi- 
tions, 7” 

He said the debtor nations were 
formerly the best customers of the 
United States, and that if this 
eéuntry reduced the war debts the 
same-.countries would return to 
American markets for goods. 

Speaking as president of the 
Amefican Manufacturers’ Export 
Association, Hurley declared that 
“until such a time as our country 
takes the initiative by some con- 
structive international move, it is 
questionable when the world will 
pull out of its economic rut.” 

Under Hurley’s plan the debt re- j 
duction to foreign Powers would be 
conditional on a proportionately 
yearly reduction of armaments 
with the United States participat- 
ing equally. ‘The total reduction 
over a 30-year period would 
amount to 50 per cent of the total 
war debts due the United 
States, with but a slight tax inu- 
crease in this country. 

The 16 debtor nations in the five 
years preceding the present busi- 
ness depression, Hurley _ said, 
bought $1,500,000,000 in goods from 
this country. In 1930 there was a 
réduction of $344,206,280 and the 
loss of this business was responsi- 
ble for the reduction in income to 
the American workmen of $215,- 
800.000, he said. 

The 30-year plan suggested by 
Hurley would provide for a 15 per 
cent cut in the debts during the 
first 10 years, another reduction 
of 17% per cent during the sec- 
ond decade, and another 1743 per 
cent cut during the third decade.

Regarding the tax increase 
possibly resulting from his 
plan, Hurley’ said “anything 
which will relieve the ™ pres- 
ent unemployment will also in- 
crease our tax-paying ability 
enough to make the possible in- 
crease almost negligible.” 

Hurley said his plan would 
stimulate the buying power of 
debtor nations for goods of all na- 
tions which in turn would become 
eustomers for United States wares. 
He said armaments cost debtor na- 
tions $7,024,255,030 during the 
five years preceding the present de- 
pression.

TALKS ABOUT THE 
PATENT MONOPOLY 


Also Outlines Corporation’s 
Plans for an International 


Communication Combine 
in Talk Here. 


The origin of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America patent monop- 
oly and its objects in a proposed 
international communications com- 
bine, prevented at present by sec- 
tion 17 of the radio act,-were dis- 
cussed by its board chairman, Ma- 
jor-General James G. Harbord, at 
today's luncheon of the Chamber 
of Commerce, 

Gen. Harbord’s address followed 
to an extent the lines of his testi- 
mony and that of other officers of 
the company before the Senate In. 
terstate Commerce Committee in 
the investigation of its proposed 
merger with the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. His de- 
scription of its origin was similar 
to that given out by Owen OD. 
Young, its Executive Committee 
chairman, last May, when the Gov- 
ernment sued it, the A. T. & T. 
and several other concerns, charg- 
ing conspiracy in restraint of trade. 

The speaker said that he retired 
from the army and entered the 
concern Jan. 1, 1923, “with the 
conviction that radio was a public 
service and a public trust as well 
as a commercial enterprise.” In 
eight years, he added, that convic- 
ton had been “strengthened by 
time and reinforced by circum- 
aenre ” 

“World’s Radio Capital.” 

Since the World War, he related, 
the “world’s radio capital” has 
been shifted from London to New 
York, and “America leads all other 
nations in radio development” as 
the result of “American enterprise, 
resourcefulness and engineering 
genius.” 

‘The supremacy of America in 
radio communication has_ just 
enough challenge to prove its real- 
ity, and the Radio Corporation 
claims to have been the principal 
factor in establishing such suprem- 
acy,’ he declared. “The advantages 
of such a comprehensive system of 
world communications to American 
trade are apparent, but at the pres- 
ent time these advantages are en- 
joyed chiefly by the business men 
of New York City and San Fran- 
cisco. We have not yet found a

General Does Not Give Opinion, but Con- 


gressman Fish and Matthew Woll Assail 


Moscow Regime. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Gen. 
John J. Pershing listened last night 
to a sharp clash of views on So- 
viet Russia at a dinner given in his 
honor by the Economic Club in 
the. Hotel Astor. 

The General was not asked to 
express his opinion and did not, 
confining his’ remarks to a few 
words of thanks for the Honor ac- 
corded him. But others had posi- 
tive views and voiced them. Two 
of the speakers advocated com- 
plete severance of trade relations 
with the Soviet Union. Two oth- 
ers advised a sympathetic attitude 
on the part of the American peo- 


: ple and the world toward the So- 


viet experiment. 

Representative Hamilton Fish 
was sweeping in his denunciation 
of the entire Soviet system. He 
warned America that it faces se- 
vere competition in the markets 
of the world from Soviet grains, 
oil, lumber, -cotton and man- 
ganese; competition which cannot 
be met because so great a propor- 
tion of Russian labor is conscript- 
ed and works for a miserable wage. 
He said he once advocated trading 
with Russia, but now thought 
safety of American industry de- 
pends on its protection against 
such competition. 

Woll Assails Sovietism. 

Matthew Woll, vice president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
said that a large proportion of 
Soviet labor was forced because of 
a series of laws against so-called 
political crimes which enables the 
Government to find pretexts to 
send men to prison camps to work. 
Sovietism, he asserted, 1s a chal- 


lenge to the world which cannot 
be ignored or viewed sympathet- 
ically, but must be fought, as it 
aims to spread its doctrines to 
other nations, 


Somewhat humorously, Prof. 
Henry Noel Brailsford formerly of 
Scotland but now an exchange pro- 
fessor here, replied to Woll: 

“If you decide to cut off all your 
sales of tractors to Russia,” he 
said, “I am sure the news would 
be welcomed in England and Ger- 
many. Why not extend the pro- 
hibition to other anti-democratic 
nations—Italy, for instance, with 
its civil dictatorships, and Poland 
with its military dictatorship, not 
to speaks of the republics of South 
America.” 


The Soviet, said Brailsford,; prob- 
ably will not extend to any other 
part of the world, as it has grown 
out of peculiar historical factors, 


Prof. George 8S. Counts of Co- 
lumbia University enthusiastically 
described the elements. of strength 
in the Soviet system, which he 
said were the State Planning Com- 
mission, which devised the five- 
year plan and is putting it into ex- 
ecution; the organization of sci- 
ence to aid industry on a nation- 
wide scale and the extraordinary 
organization of education, of which 
only a small part is the school, the 
others being the press, the radio, 
the motion pictures, the theaters, 
libraries and playgrounds. 


On his recent visit to Russia, 
Prof, Counts said, he found unusual 
intelligence among the workmen 
and peasants. In education, he 
contended, the United States and 
the world have much to learn from 
Russia. 


8 NICARAGUAN INSURGENTS

One National Guardsman Badly 

Wounded in Four Recent En- 
gagements, It Is Reported,

MANAGUA, Jan. 28.—Four re- 


cent engagements with Nicaraguan 
insurgents, who suffered eight cas- 
u&lties, are reported by the Nica- 


raguan National Guard. One 
guardsman was badly wounded, 
Last Friday Lieut. Satterfield and 
a patrol fought an insurgent force 
led by Inez Hernandez, near Olo- 
galpa, killing four and wounding 
three others, who died the next 
day. 

Lieut. Barillas and a patrol of 
20 men met a group commanded by 
Pedro Blandon, a Lieutenant of 
Gen. Augustino Sandino, at Mon- 
tana La Gloria, Monday. One insur- 
gent out of the force of 100 was 
killed and one guardsman was bad- 
ly wounded. Lieut. Healey, com- 
manding a patrol operating nearby, 
heard the firing and went to the 
rescife, destroying the guerilla 
camp. 

On the same day Lieut. Curcey 

and a force of guardsmen captured 
an organized band of 13 near EI 
Gallo. The men were said to have 
committed many store and commis- 
sary robberies along the region of 
the upper Rio Grande.

SUNDAY MOVIES IN LONDON

that Sunday. movies were illegal 
under an eighteenth century stat- 
ute, London’s film fans will con- 
tinue to enjoy Sunday talkies and 
other screen entertainment for the 
present, it appears today. 

The city’s cinema exhibitors to- 
day unanimously passed a resolu- 
tion to continue Sunday opening 
until official notification igs  re- 
ceived to close, 

It was emphasized at the exhib- 
itors’ meeting that in their view 
the decision of the court was not 
so much that the cinemas were il- 
legal as that the London County 
Council’s method of giving permis- 
sion for them to open was contrary 
to the law. The ‘exhibitors sug- 
gested to the Council that licenses 
be amended to remedy the defect 
s0 as to allow performances to 
continue with a percentage of the 
receipts going to charity.

TWO ROBBERS FLOODED OUT 
OF CANE FIELD AND SLAIN 


Egyptian Police Rout Band That 
Tried to Steal Expedition’s 
Payroll. 

By the Associated Prves. 

Egypt, Jan. 28.—Two 
robbers who ambushed an automo- 
bile operated by an employe of the 
Metropolitan Museum of New York 
at Deir Bahari were killed when 
police flooded a sugar cane planta- 
tion in which their band had hid- 
den, and drove them.from cover. 

The attack on the automobile 
took place Monday as the car 
passed along a road frequently 
traveled by tourists, carrying the 
expedition’s pay roll from the na- 
tional bank at Luxor. . The robbers 
opened fire from the cover of the 
sugar cane, wounding the driver, 
but the car did not stop. 

Three hundred provincial police 
were mobilized. They surrounded 
the plantation and opened fire on 
the fugitives, whom they could not 
see. The robbers returned the fire. 
Last night police flooded the erm 
tire plantation by opening irriga- 
tion valves. The robbers, fearing 
they would be drowned, broke from 
cover. Two were killed, one was 
seriously wounded and captured 
and several others of the band es- 
caped.

Diagne was elected from Senegal 
in 1914 and has been a member of 
the lower House of Parliament 
since that time. His oratorical abil- 
ity soon won him the esteem of his 
colleagues and the war Premier, 
Clemenceau, recognized his ability 
by making him commissioner in 
charge of the mobilization of co- 
lonial troops. 

In 1922 in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties he took up the defense of his 
fellow Senegalese, the late ‘‘Battl- 
ing Siki,” who defeated Georges 
Carpentier in Paris in September of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The 
Senate voted to lay aside the How- 
ell bill for bone-dry prohibition en- 
forcement in the District of Co- 
lumbia to clear the way for>action 
on pressing appropriation bills, but 
within ah hour yesterday afternoon 
the liquor issue bobbed up again, 
with Tydings (Dem.), Maryland 
wet, asking the Senate to call upon 
the Wickersham Commission for 
the evidence upon which it based 
its recent prohibition findings. His 
resolution requests the commission 
to turn over to the Senate the tes- 
timony it took at hearings on pro- 
hibition, together with the reports 
of its investigators. 

The resolution, which went over 
for future consideration, based a 
claim on the testimony on _ the 
ground the commission had recom- 
mended certain legislation and 
Congress had a right to the evi- 
dence on which the recommenda- 
tion was made. 

Chairman Norris of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, who opposed the 
attempt of Tydings to investigate 
the commission, has declared him- 
self in favor of the resolution seek- 
ing the testimony. The commniis- 
sion hel@ its prohibition hearings 
in secret. It would be excused from 
transmitting any testimony which 
was given under pledge of secrecy. 

Prohibition Director Woodcock 
said today new regulations prob- 
ably would be adopted soon per- 
mitting dentists to use the same 
amount of liquor for emergency al- 
lowed physicians. Commissioner 
Doran of the Industrial Alcohol 
Bureau, which administers’ the 
medicinal whisky regulations, an- 
nounced it had adopted a recom- 
mendation of the Wickersham law 
enforcement commission that phy- 
sicians not be required to enter 
upon prescriztions for whisky the 
ailment for which it is prescribed. 
Doran said, however, physicians 
would be required to enter the ail- 
ment upon the stubs of their pre- 
scription books and to return the 
books containing the stubs to pro- 
hibition authorities. 

Before the new rules increasing 
the allowance of medicinal liquor 
to dentists can become effective, 
they must be signed by Attorney- 
General Mitchell and Secretary 
Mellon, Woodcock indicated they 
had been approved. 

Under them the dentists will be 
allowed to draw for medicinal use 
annually, besides the two gallons 
of alcohol now allowed for office 
use each year. 


GEN. BERTHELOT, FRENCH 
WORLD WAR LEADER, DIES 


By the Associated Press 
PARIS, Jan. 28,—Gen. Henri Ma- 


thias Berthelot, who served with 
distinction in the Worid War, died 
today. 

Three weeks ago he underwent 
amputation of his right leg above 
the knee to check the progress of a 
disease similar to that which 
caused the death of Marshal 
Joffre. Since then his condition 
had. continued to grow worse, 

Gen. Berthelot commanded the 
French troops on the Marne- 
Rheims line during the war and in 
1916 was commander-in-chief of 
the Rumanian Army, rendering 
service in that post which resulted 
in his election as a grand officer of 
the Legion of Honor. 

It was in 1918 that he led the 
Franco-Italian forces in the sector 
between Rheims and the Marne 
and in one engagement he captured 
2000 prisoners and 300,000 shells. 
His attacks on the eastern edge of 
the Soissons-Rheims salient were 
credited with, having contributed 
materially to the victory of the 
Allies. 

In November, 1917, he was sent 
to the United States on a special

NATIONAL CENSORSHIP BOARD 
FOR THEATERS IN ITALY 


Mussolini Heads Group, and Police 
Director Is Responsible for 
Enforcement of Law. 

By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Jan. 28.—A national cen- 


sorship of the theater has gone 
into effect in Italy with the passage 
of a bill presented by Mussolini, as 
Minister of the Interior. 

The bill places in the ministry 
at Rome the censoring powers 
hitherto-confided to the Prefects of 
the provinces. It names a special 
board of censors, headed by Mus- 
solini. and consisting of the Advo- 
cate-General of the Court of Ap- 
peals, a representative of the Fas- 
cist party, the head of the police 
and a representative of the Nation- 
al Syndicate of Authors and Play- 


| wrights. 


The bill probably will be wel- 
comed by producers, because it 


relieves them of tne necessity of 
presenting script of a play to each 
provincial prefect before the work 
can be produced in that province. 
Approval by the Central Board of 
Censors will be sufficient for the 
whole kingdom. 

The Rome police administrative 
head is responsible for the enforce- 
ment of the law.

Fifty police- 
men joined forces with the Fas- 
cists when 200 Communists sought 
to break up a meeting of the Hit- 
lerites. Seventeen Communists 
were wounded by knife thrusts, five 
persons were shot and 80 Com- 
munists were. anrested. 

The Communists tried to storm 
the hall, but were repulsed after 
desperate fighting. Thirty-two bul-

An inquiry by the State Public 
Service Commission into the rea- 
sonableness of telephone, gas and 
electric rates in St. Louis County 
is proposed in ‘a resolution intro- 
duced in the County Court at Clay- 
ton today by Judge Arthur Kuhi- 


mann, 
The resolution, if adopted, will 


authorize the County Counselor 


and the County Engineer to preé- 
pare and file an application to the 
Public Service Commission, fre- 
questing it to “make an investiga- 
tion as to the value of the prop- 
erty used and useful in service 
upon the part of the said public 
utilities . . . and to fix a proper 
rate, based upon such investigation 
as to values.” 

The resolution recites that there 
has been no investigation by the 
commission heretofore as to the 
rates charged and the _ return 
earned by the utility companics 
providing these services in it. 
Louis County. The utilities in 
question are the Southwestern Beil 
Telephone Co., the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Gas Co. and Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. The gas company 
is owned by Union Electric and 
the rates are slightly lower than 
in St. Louis. 

The City of St. Louls has an ap- 
plication pending before the Com- 
mission for a reduction of eléctric 
rates in the city, which are the 
same as those in the county. Hear- 
ings are being held at Jefferson 
City.

EADING your editorial entitled, 
“Enough to Discourage Chesterton,” 
in which you said that Gilbert K, Ches- 
terton had informed “interviewers here 
that he has given up the use of the 
provocative contradiction,” I was tempt- 
_ed to brave the smoke and fog Monday 
night and attend the Chesterton lecture 
at the Odeon. 

His title, “Culture and the Coming 
Peril,” printed in large red letters, sug- 
gested something perhaps connected with 
another phase of the Russian specter 
which seems to stalk as a bogy to strike 
terror into timid souls. 

To my amazement his theme was ap- 
parently a plea for quiet thinking amid 
the vast and growing complications and 
the hurry of modern life. There was a 
suggestion in what he said that we 
might take a leaf out of an old Chinese 
book and learn to sit on the bank, on the 
side of the whirlpool of life—and medi- 
tate. There was also a query as to 
whether the machine is the slave or the 
master of man. 

For nearly an hour or more our very 
charming, cultivated and cultured guide 
led us beside the still waters, but did 
not permit us to rejoice our souls, be- 
cause his witty remarks were so fre- 
quent and at times so disconcerting that 
we had no opportunity to meditate. 

The World War did leave us one cher- 
ished bequest: the ‘“‘four-minute speech”; 
President Coolidge had one quality, 
which unfortunately was not inherited 
by his successor: silence. 

Mr. Chesterton in his rapid-fire and 
continuous barrage of words, has given 
us, with his plea for quiet contempla- 
tion, the greatest paradox of them all: 
a whirlpool of words when appealing for 
a quiet stream of thought.

HE rights of the people cannot be 


granted away. Their legislatures 
eannot do it. This is a government of 
the people, by the people, and for the 
people. The preamble of the Constitu- 
tion says, “We, the people... do or- 
dain and establish this Constitution.” It 
does not say, “We, the states.” The pow- 
ors not expressly delegated by the peo- 
ple to the states and the Iederal Gov- 
ernment, remain in the people. The 
founders of the Constitution had a pro- 
found distrust of legislatures. The con- 
vention method was the only one that 
really represented the people. 


FOR REPEAL OF THE RALPH LAW. 
One of the most impressive delegations ever to 
visit a session of the Legislature is appearing at 
Jefferson City today. It consists of several thousand 
St. Louis Countians whose mission is to ask for the 
of the Ralph sewer law. 

Louis County has been in open revolt against 
the Ralph law ever since its true significance was 
exposed. In every sewer district set up under it, 
litigation has been instituted to enjoin public offi- 
clals from going ahead with the work. The Tax- 


the law, and scores of mass meetings throughout 


grand jury, recommending the law's repeal, said: 
After exhaustive study and taking of testimony 
from several sewer districts, we believe the Ralph 
sewer law is one without limitation, that it sets 
up a super-government and provides for taxation 
without representation. 

Supposedly modeled after the Missouri drainage 
act, the Ralph law departs from it in some very 
important particulars. Under the Ralph law, 100 
taxpayers can apply for incorporation of a district, 
though there may be, as there are in the Central 
Sewer District, 10,000 property owners. Under the 
drainage. act, signatures of owners of a majority of 
the acreage must be obtained. Under the Ralph 
law, district supervisors are appointed by the Cir- 
cuit Court. By the terms of the drainage act, tax- 
payers may elect supervisors by vote. The prelim- 
inary tax in the drainage act is limited to 25 cents 
an acre. Under the Ralph law, a preliminary tax of 
10 cents per 100 square foot is provided for. Thus, 
in St. Louis County, a farmer with 40 acres of land 
is subject to a tax of more than $1700, not for 
sewers, but for preliminary work. Preliminary ex- 


Mayor Willingham of Brentwood, in resigning as 
secretary of the Board of Supervisors of the Cen- 
tral Sewer District, told how he had opposed a 
contract offered by attorneys for the district who 
wanted 5 per cent of the cost of building the sewers, 
which was estimated at $5,000,000. If that con- 
tract had been accepted, Central Sewer District would 
have paid approximately $250,000 for attorneys’ serv- 
ices alone. 

Under the Ralph sewer law, district supervisors 
have the say as to how much lawyers and engineers 
will receive for their services. Moreover, once the 
district is laid out and work, is ready to begin, dis- 
trict supervisors have the power to issue bonds 
to finance the project. This is what the grand jury 
had in mind when it said the Ralph sewer law rep- 
resented taxation without representation. It puts 
practically unlimited power in the hands of a group 
of men who are not answerable directly to the peo- 
ple. The supervisors can pay excessive fees to law- 
yers and engineers. They can issue bonds for which 
the people must pay, but over whose amount the 
people have no control whatsoever. Obviously, such 
granting of authority is undemocratic and conducive 
to wholesale abuse. 

Very serious charges have been made from time 
to time as to the Ralph law. Speaking at a mass 
meeting in Overland last January, Orla M. Hill, a 
leader of the opposition, said: 

When you get the facts on what's behind the 

sewer law, you will find that before it ever went 
to the Legislature a ring planned to control every 
one of the districts. This ring included lawyers, 
bankers, engineers and some others. 
George Barnett, a lawyer who resigned as a super- 
visor of the Webster Groves sewer district because 
Robert A. Roessel, of counsel for the district, ac 
cepted legal fees after agreeing not to, said attor- 
neys for the eight districts were getting a total of 
$3000 a month for services. He added: 

There is a fee for lawyers after every comma 
in the sewer law, a double fee after every semi- 
colon, and wherever there is a period the lawyers 
can retire. 

In addition to the dictatorial powers granted the 
boards of supervisors under the Ralph law, and their 
practically unlimited authority to spend the tax- 
payers’ money, it is argued that the law is bad for 
other reasons. For one thing, notice of incorpora- 
tion of a sewer district under the drainage act must 
be given to every freeholder, but under the Ralph 
law such notice must only be printed in a county 
newspaper. In some instances, this notice has been 
given to a county newspaper having practically no 
circulation in the district affected. Another unjust 
feature is that taxpayers have only 10 days to file 
exceptions after the report of the commissioners who 
assess benefits is filed in Circuit Court. 

But it is needless, in view of events in the last 
four years, to labor the point that the Ralph sewer 
law should never have been enacted, or that it 
should now be repealed. We urge the Legislature 
to do 80.

They can only be met 
by an increase in taxes; That increase must largely 
be borne by the cities and the State’s industries, But 
to jump from institutional indigence to institutional 
affluence by a 10-year plan, involving an annual in- 
crease in expenditures of $19,000,000, is manifestly ill 
advised. In the present circumstances it might well 
prove disastrous. 
The comparatively moderate plan outlined by the 
Governor in his message contemplates as heavy an 
increase in taxes as may reasonably be undertaken at 
this time. Reports from Jefferson City say the ad- 
ministration bill will be introduced within a day or 
two. We cannot believe that the Legislature will ap- 
prove the levies of the Gary-Becker bill. The mem- 
bers of the Legislature are cognizant of conditions. 
They know that the Governor’s plan goes as far 
in the matter of increasing taxes as fairness and 
judgment warrant. A blanket doubling of income 
taxes is a matter for thoughtful debate. The people 
in the lower brackets assuredly must be considered, 
and the uncertainty of the times and the extraor- 
dinary demands upon them must be taken into ac 
count. Every consideration on the calendar argues 
for the most cautious exercise of the taxing power. 
Arrangements should be made, too, for the optional 
payment of these taxes in quarterly installments, as 
permitted by the Federal Government. 
On the fairness, judgment and common sense: of 
the legislators the people of Missouri must depend. 
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AN IMPORTANT PRISONER FREED. 

The British didn’t want to arrest Gandhi in the 
first place. They sought to minimize his importance 
last spring by refusing to honor him with incarcer- 
ation, though privately admitting that he was the 
Empire’s worst enemy. Imprisonment, they thought, 
would. make the wizened little brown man more 
heroic than ever in his followers’ eyes. So Gandhi 
kept on non-violently twisting the lion’s tail, break- 
ing the salt laws, organizing boycotts and urging 
refusal of tax payments. Finally he was seized in 
the dark of night and secretly spirited to the Yeroda 
jail. There he became the world’s most important 
prisoner, with undiminished power over his disciples 
as he fasted, spun and prayed. 

But Gandhi in jail°was almost as much a problem 
as Gandhi at large. Should he die behind the bars, 
he would be a dead martyr whose soul marched on in 
an inferno of red insurrection, instead of a live saint 
going placidly about preaching non-violence. The 
round table conference having ended without par- 
ticipation by the Nationalists, the British concessions 
having been signed, sealed and delivered, it was 
with a sigh of relief that the cell door was unlocked. 
In the tumult of his people’s reception, Gandhi speaks 
quietly of his “absolutely open mind, unfettered by 
enmity.” He will study without prejudice MacDon- 
ald’s statement of policy, but his party will not be 
swerved from ite fight for self-government, he says. 
So, unbroken by his stay in prison and immovable in 
his principles, Gandhi again takes up his role as In- 
dia’s Mahatma. His 96 pounds of skin and bone are 
an Empire’s problem.

A QUESTION OF FAIRNESS. 
Three men—A, B and C—held up a clothing store 
and killed its proprietor. A, who did the shooting, 
got a life term in prison. So did B, who was waiting 
outside the shop when the murder occurred. C, who 
was present at the killing, was sentenced to death, 
however. Is it fair to give C the extreme penalty 
in view of the lighter punishment to A and B? Such 
was the problem confronting Gov.

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THE BRITAIN-BRUNK INCIDENT. 

The investigation by a House committee of State 
Treasurer Brunk took a sensational turn Monday 
when Brunk caused the arrest of Representative Ed- 
ward L. Britain, a member of the committee, on a 
charge of soliciting and receiving a $400 bribe. Brunk 
alleges he received a proposal that, upon payment of 
$2000, the committee would be “handled” in a manner 
that would result in a majority report in Brunk’s 
favor. He declares he entered into the negotiations 
to expose the extortion, set a trap for Britain and 
paid him $400 in marked bills as a first installment. 
It is one of the ugliest stories that has come out 
of the Legislature in years. 

While Britain awaits his day in court, Brunk, in 
turn, awaits the action of the Legislature in regard 
to alleged irregularities in the conduct of his office, 
for which he was suspended last October by Gov. 
Caulfield. The committee of which Britain was a 
member (his resignation was promptly accepted) was 
given the task of studying the evidence against Brunk 
to decide whether qr not impeachment proceedings 
are justified. The effect of Britain's arrest can only 
be to emphasize the need for a thoroughgoing report, 
rising above the shadow of suspicions, as to the 
charges against the State Treasurer. The fact that 
Brunk is again in office, by virtue of a Supreme 
Court decision holding unconstitutional Gov. Caul- 
field's suspension of him, makes it doubly important

smaller than continued loss if business is not stimulated by some such means.

HERE has been in recent months a 
T noticeable public reversion from sub- 

missive acquiescence to the humbug and 
negligence with which the Government has 
treated the national calamity of depression 
and unemployment. The recent annual 
convention of economists, statisticians and 
engineers showed plain tiredness with the 
politicians’ attitude toward insurance, There 
is no longer any scare of unemployment in- 
surance. The Government’s 
been pricked. 

Likewise, there have come to the front 
competent and authoritative people who no 
longer wish to put up with the Govern- 
ment’s policy of dilly-dallying in the matter 
of public works. The Emergency Commit- 
tee for Federal Public Warks, a non-official 
body of well known citizens, is the expreg- 
sion of this rising mood on the part of the 
business and professional elements of the 
community who wish to see action taken 
where, until now, but words prevailed. Con- 
sidering the difficulty of raising funds for 
generally needed and useful public works 
as the greatest immediate difficulty to be 
overcome, the Emergency Committee has 
urged the authorization by the President of 
a Federal prosperity loan of $1,000,000,000 
for the immediate initiation of Federal pub- 
lic works. 

Public works to the amount of $1,000,- 
000,000 would not at once pull the country 
out of the depression, nor alone cause 
noticeable improvement. This would, how- 
ever, greatly stimulate business activity and 
if added to what the various states are do- 
ing in the same direction, it would be sure 
to improve matters somewhat.

And for that 
reason, if for no other, a book with 
the title, “Stories Without Women” 
would be notable. To say as much 
is not to imply any cynical yew 
of womanhood; but the exact re- 
verse.

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SAILISH INDIAN TOMB PLACED 
IN CANADIAN NATIONAL MUSEUM 


Work of Musqueam Tribe; Regard- 
ed as the Best Known Ex- 
ample Yet Found, 

By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan, 28.—An 
Indian tomb regarded by an- 
thropologists as the best known 
example of the art of the Coast 
Sailish Indians has been received 


from British Columbia and will be 
added to the Indian collection in 
the Canadian National Museu, 

The tomb is the work of some 
member of the Musqueams, a tribe 
of which only 50 remain; accord- 
its discoverer, Harlan I, 
Smith, Dominion anthropologist. It 
was found near Vancouver on the 
north shore of the Fraser River. 

Elaborate carvings, including a 
group of four small “skumudgeons” 
—mythical sea otters—decorate the 
box, which is mounted on a -goat- 
like platform about eight feet long. 
The box is thought by Smith to 
have .contained two bodies, prob- 
ably those of a chief of high rank 
and his wife. The conventional 
grouping and sophisticated qual- 
ity of the carved group of arfimals 
lead anthropologists to believe the 
work shows the white man’s in- 
fluence. The state of preservation 
indicates the tomb is about 75 
years old. Only one other exam- 
ple of this type is known. It is 
also in the possession of the mu- 
seum here,

The Ways and Means Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen today 
approved a proposed bill appro- 
priating $4,750,000 for the munici- 
pal auditorium, fixing the site as 
Memoria! Plaza. 

The committee approved the 


Plaza Commission's plan to erect} 


the structure and finish the large 
hall, seating 12,000 persons, and 
committee rooms. Under this plan 
the 3500-seat music hall.on th e¢op- 
posite side of the ouilding, and 


other facilities will be completed 
at a_later date. The convention 
and Publicity Bureau recently cf- 
fered the suggestion that the music 
hall be finished, and the large hall 
left until later. City officials, in- 
cluding Mayor Miller, opposed the 
later plan. 

In a discussion of the building in 
the committee President Kinsey of 
the Beard of Public Service was 
asked if the building will be large 
enough to accommodate national 
conventions and other large gather- 
ings. Kinsey responded that, when 
completed, the building will have a 
capacity of 40,000 persons, approx- 
imately 17,000 of whom could see 
and hear speakers in the large hall, 
while the remainder could hear 
what was going on over a public 
address system. 

The proposed ordinance will go 
to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment on Friday, and, if ap- 
proved, will be sent to the Board 
of Aldermen for an early vote. Or-

TWO NEGRO ROBBERS SEIZED

Take 
this case: A fellow wrote in, ask- 
ing for a tryout, and stating that 
he would be visiting relatives in 
Palm Beach this spring, so he 
could get the tryout without any 
expense to us. I wrote back 
that in view of those conditions 
we'd be glad to give him a trial 
if he made good we'd fix up his 
expenses. He wrote back, de- 
manding meals and board and 
carfare. Meantime the new rule 
came through. But we were 
thorugh with him anyhow. We 
just wanted to give him a chance. 


“We answer all letters, though 
and now we are telling = the 
youngsters to go out and _ sign 
with a minor league club, and 
to let us know where they go. 
Then we'll have a scout look 
them over Iater.”’

Family Background 
HE child of today is closely at- 
tached to his family. as a small 
unit comprising only his father 
and mother, and brothers and sis- 
ters, if he is lucky enough to have 
any. 

Grandmothers, grandfathers, un- 
cles, aunts and cousins have gradu- 
ally faded out of the picture. More 
modern children grow up without

Silver and Pewter 


ID you ‘snow that it is very 
easy to clean your silver and 
pewter with washing powder? 

You just dissolve two tablespoons 
of washing powder in a gallon of 
boiling water, in an aluminum pan. 
Put the silver or pewter in and 
see that each plece is covered and 
touches the kettle at some point. 
Leave them in the boiling solution 
one minute, then remove, rinse and 
dry with a soft cloth. Every bit 
of tarnish will be gone—even in 
‘the hard-to-reach crevices—with- 
out any hard polishing at all. 

Do not use this method on dull- 
finished silver, as the finish is a 
kind of artificial tarnish and the 
solution will affect it.

“For example, I can remember in. my time, both in 
England and America, considerable talk that if women 
had the power there would beno wars. Let woman speak 
and there would be peace. And yet in every war women 
have shown far more patriotism and a far more militant 
spirit than the men. They even did whatever they could 
to lure men into battle. Now that women have acquired 
political power, I am not at all-certain that they are going 
to stop war. s 

“There seems to be a false kind of feminism current, 
one which deals with an imaginary woman — a sort of 
statute to whom all these abstract qualities can be attrib- 
uted. But they have very little relation, I assure you, to 
the human being. Women have no virtues that are su- 
perior to men's, It is simply that.they are different. 


“I believe it is a mistake to harp perpetually on these/ 


sex differences or the rights and privileges of men. As a 
matter of fact, the less men talk about their claims the 
more they will be respected. 

“One trouble is, of course, the artificial feminism 
which has been started. Women erred when they tried to 
compete with men in industrial forms of work and to imi- 
tate the faults of men, Some forms 6f work are more 
suitable for women than for men and some are not. It has 
nothing to do with keeping women out of the work.

6¢¥ CAN'T see why, just because a man is a public exe- 
cutioner, a Woman should also be one. She ought to 
pause to consider whether the work is of any greater 
value than the work she could perform at home. “Is it 
| something she wants to perpetuate? Is it something 
which will make her happy? She shonld not say that be- 
cause a man is a scavenger she should also be one. 

“And yet that is the whole spirit which has been dom- 
inating the movement. Some distinctions should be drawn 
between the sexes; there should be decidedly 4ifferent 
work that each should do. I well realize that many in- 
justices were inflicted upon women and that the scope of 
their work in this world should be broadened and en- 
larged. But there is no excuse at all for the rampant 
plagiarism which has been going on. 

“Certainly one of the diseases of civilization, which 
is largely coming to consist of diseases is that women’s 
labor in the industrial market can be purchased at lower 
prices than the men’s. Big business people know that 
women do not tend to form trade unions and that they 
can exploit their labor. This is an undeniable outcome of 
the falaa ideal of feminiam.” 

However, the genial Mr. Chesterton is not one who 
thinks the change in the social system is-marking the de- 
cline of man. 

“I don’t believe that anything in the long run,” he 
remarked, “will make much difference when it comes to 
the relationship of men and women. This reminds me of 
‘what a member of Parliament said to mé recently. ‘Ches- 
terton, I’ve been looking through the old fashion plates of 
the early nineteenth century, and I’ve come to the con- 
clusion that if the relations of the sexes survived that it 
can survive anything!” 

“Women will never dominate the world,” the re- 
nowned author continued. “If that ever happened, then 
civilization must indeed perish.

Malta fever drank raw or unpas- 
teurized milk coming from sick 


goats, 

At first it was thought the dis- 
ease was confined only to goats 
and humans and that it could be 
transmitted from animals to man 
only through goats’ milk. 

Subsequently, however, # was 
discovered that the disease affect- 


was related, i¢ not identical, with 
the disease of contagious abortion, 
affecting cows and hogs. 

Human beings have been shown 
susceptible, the disease being ac- 
quired through the drinking of in- 
fected cows’ or goats’ milk and 
through intimate contact with 
goats, cows and hogs. 

The disease can be largely con- 
trolled by effective milk pasteur- 
ization. The germs responsible for 
these related diseases do not sur- 
vive the heat treatment of milk. 
Special care should be exercised in 
the case of goat milk. Efforts are 
now being made to remove infect- 
ed animals from herds. 

Humans who are affected with 
undulant fever are treated on the 
same principles laid down for ty- 
phoid fever.
